DEATH OF EX-CONSUL. 

After an illness of six years, 
Mr. "Fleming Duncan Chashire 
died on June 13, in a Boston 
hospital. A part of his 
wide popularity in Chins 
came from his courageous 
and inspiring conduct within the 
walls. of the British Compound 
during the siege by the Boxers.

To-day is the date fixed for the 
re-copvocation of the Parliament 
of Chins. .Twice it was iNegally, 
diasolved—Brst, in 1915, by Yuan 
Shib-kei, who bad monarcbical 
ambitions cn ‘his own account, 
and. again in 191%, since when 
the Peking . politicians have 
dispensed with a Legislature. 
Apparently the politicians are 
now susceptible to public or 
foreign opinion to the extent of 
recognising that this irregular 
atate of things cannot continue if 
Chins expects to be regarded a8 
an organised Stute. The question 
is whetber a quorum will be 
forthcoming. Accounts vary; 
seemingly it will be a near thing, 
despite Peking’s strenuous. en- 
déavours to muster the requisite 
aumber by the distribution of 
funds, ostensibly aa travelling 
allowances. Part of the respou- 
gibility for . this | defection 
rests upon Dr. Sun, whose 
opposition hes constrained 
many of the Kuomintang party 
to take cp the character :of 
Adulismites. . ” oe .

The’ hope is 
expressed that Sen Yat-sen will 
jasne orders-to the leaders.of the 
various bandit gangs in Kwangsi
